It was Garfieid who 
said, 'Put Mark Hopkins on one end of 
a log and a student on the 'other and 
you have a college or a university" and 
jn^a line like this, it has been said 
that "a good teacher with a shingle 
and a piece of chalk is a greater power 
than the most pompous professor of 
incomnetency enthroned on the chair 
of -/instruction under the loftiest roof 
bf a new university/" 
I It is the personality of the teacher 
-his or her mental equipment, aim en- 
Yhusiasm, and character which tell 
-more than material betterments. 
It 


is the teacher who teaches because he 
or she loves the profession. I have in 
mind one of my former instructors. 
He was offered better positions in vari- 
" s ^ lines again and again but to all 


great importance are presented by the 
ethical element of history. He fur- 
ther pointed out the marvelous value 
of example in the work of the social 
settlement as directed by Miss Jane 
Adams.

AARON HOS TETTER DIED SUD- 
DENLY FROM HEART DISEASE 


He was a Native of Union Town- 


ship, Adams County — Other

Hanover, Republican leader iu that 
section of York count}', and promi- 
nent in business affairs and lodge cir- 
cles, died last Thursday morning at 
his home in Hanover. He was aged 
46 years. Death was caused by acute 
dilation of the heart. 


Mr. Hostetter had not been feeling 


well for the past several days, hut was 
able to attend to his duties about the 
]>ostofflce. 
He spent Wednesday even- 


ing in York and returned to his home 
on the 10 o'clock trolley car. He sud- 
denly became worse Thursday morn- 
ing, and was unable to arise from bed. 
He was seized with convulsions and 
soon became unconscious and died 
while in a comatose state.
